ori^n beyond the borders", as I have tried to use it without overtones 

of judgement on the inferiority' of away of life, then its application 

must "be traced in a geographical sense, slowly moving forward witli 

the Roman advance, lingering for a generatios >vithin the armv the 

Frisii or the Rhaeti arc encountered, are absorbed, and are 

Romanized by the early and more vigorous Principate. In f ine 

this vigor waned. The tide turned.Features of life once thrust baclc 

by a frontier that had truly ''Roman" meaning, now reappear even on 

the inner side, partly by revival, parrtly by intrusion. From the third 

century on, an unbroken cultural spectrum strelhes from Italy to 

Denmark and the Caucasus. Somewhere near its middle point, 

confusion of cultural lovalties anticipates the confounding of political 

sense. That was detected by a contemporary of the r^rcat Gothic in 

376. How many Goths entered? Ammianus (31 4,4f). tnic Roman,

quotes Vergil to us: "Whoever w*ould know, w^ould learn how many 
are the grains of ^.;nid ioFscd by the winds of the Libyan desert:" 
And how were thev received by the Romans? ?Their advent, he s^y^» 
"was cause for more delight than alarm. Adroit praise exalted the 
good fortune of the emperor .... With tumultuous and inist nt 
enthusiasm, turbido insistentium studio, the ruin of the Reman 
world was ushered in/' There w-as barbarian influence with a 
vengeance.

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the northern edge. As Rome altered even their internal otgapiza- 
tion by compacting them, so they by their mere presence ( to say 
nothing of their onslaughts in the 200's) altered the empire most 
p-ofoundly, first, by attracting to their ncighborhoou a vas! coiucn- 
tiation of men, money, and political leadership; second, by producing 
conditions in which their own traits of life could — indeed, to 
some extent must — flourish. From these two aspects of borbarian 
influence flowed consequences too many, too complex^ even to list. 
The least Romanized provinses gained predominanre, grew wealthy 
when other regions were poor, assumed a patron capacity, and 
thereby set their mark on arts and manners. 1 may instance the 
linear quality of the Panticipaem dish or the frostality of the well 
known Madrid niissorium, likewise in silver relief, likewise from thd 
fourth century, likewise depicting an emperor. Lisear and frontal is 
the art of the period in its vo^^ essence. Or I may instance thd 
half-educated, uncouth, often savage note struck in the behavior of 
the leadears of society, "raging like wild dogs," or the like phras^e/'* 

Intangible phenomena of this sort carry us far beyond the 
visible, manifest signs of cultural change to a level of interpretation 
c;carly subjective. Nothing about their source can be decisively 
proven. Yet one can see, I tliink, a chain of relationhip unbroken 
that joins so little a thing as the silver in Garacalla's cloak to so 
fateful an event as the placing of a new capital at Byzantium, with 
all that entailed for future centuries. 

One can see, too, a train of cause and effect hidden in the 
histosy of that ambiguous term barbari If it is to mean "of an 



comers of the p^st — Athens, Alexrandria, Carthage, Ronie — we do 
not see history any longer made withis their walls but rather at 
obscurer cities hie York, whose palace formed the setting Jfor 
Caracalla's accession. The bulk of new, vast imperial residences 
from Trier to Constainople lay inevitably along the tier of onrfhera 
provinces,24 Here were born, lived, and worked the great figures ofi 
late antiquity. Different ways prevailed here, needing self conscious 
explanation by contemporary writers who addressed themselves to an 
audienece lying in the inner, older, peaceful empise.^s A different 
degree of prestige, of energy, of the power to shape events prevailed} 
here, too. In the century and a half or more leading up to tho 
settlement of the Goths in the lower Danube provinces, the edge of 
the Roman empire became, so* to speak, its center. Barbarian 
influences along this edge therefore transecend in their historical 
importance the Imitations on their territorial settings. 

Violent contact along this edge produced profound effects on 
the outer barbarians. It compacted some of them into larger andi 
therefore more viable units. One such called itself "Everybody" the 
Alemanni. Another called itself "The March Men/' Marcommani 
call to mind Arnold Toynbee, who has seen so deeply into the 
stimulus developing at the point of conflict between two peoples** 
But the stimulus of cours worked in both directions* It is the less 
familiar direction, from outside inward, that provides my topic, and 
leads on to an interprttation of greoter difficulty. 

It seems clear to me that the chief cause of the chief changes 
in the later empire was the tlireat offered by the barbarians along 



with his roie as cliatnpioii of all that he thought purest and oldest 
in the classical heritage. The contrast was resolved within ths 
man. In the delicate shading if cultural varieties across the face of 
tlie empire, it was inner colors that Julian sought to preseuve, 
although himself obliged to live among the peripheral shades that 
blended into outer barbarism. 

It must be conceded that the data presented thus far - equipment 

uniform, and so on - indeco prove barbarian influence, but only in 
limited contexts. Theix contexts are all in some sense militray, 

either by reason of place — neor the borders — or by reason of role, 
where the emperor appears amidst his troops or as a conqueror. On 
the siher plate from south Russia, he is triumphans. In his veij 
palace, he remains the empire's commander in chief, surrounded hy 

ca^trenses, even his civilian agents wearing the axmy cingulum, and 
so forth. (22) Militarization of late Rome is a well known phenomenon. 
No person reflected it more clearly than the person whose fate hung 
on his army's will, the emperor. And an emperor like Tacitus, so 

briefly on the throne, so civilian, so thoroughly Roman a failme, 
demonstrated the truth about this to his cost. 

On the other hand, consider such successes as Caracalla, bearing 
a nickname and clad is variuos items that derived from the camp. 
Consider Aurelian, called "Hand on-hilt" by his men, or the 
Tetrarchs, shewn in the famous porphw eronp at Venice literally, 
each <>i)c grasping their swords arid wearing the round l:ats of ttirir 
Pannonian countrymen.'* Tneir point of origin is instructive. Fomr 
Caracalla on to the battle of Hadrianople, if we look at the (our 
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official, settings, in Camps and palaces. The triumphant thrust of 
Frisii, Rhaeti, Roxolani, or Sanriatae is most easily detected in 

tlie body of the empire through this kind of tangible or visible 
evidence, T hat such evidense demonstrates barbarization on a 

significant ica'e and strongly suggests an accompaniment of invisble 
influences, is clear. Nevertheless, there is an unsatisfactory, 
shallow quality to the survey so far. An historian should be able 
to rise above trousers to the higher implications of cultsral transfei; 

To attack problems of a greater degree of difficulty, then, I 
mav recall what was said earlier about the word ''Roman" as opposed 
to "barbasian/' While it may be defined i.i vavious ways for ^ny 
any chosen period, and while it each definition is permissible if 
it i: e^pl'ct, I think the word by itself alone is too ambiguous to 
be useful in interpretation. The shading of differences shifts too 

subtly and graduallv frf^ni Italy to a hundred miles beyond the 
frontier, making tl e empiexs circuit walls purely political, (militaTy. 
or symbolic, but culturally ii;caningless. AVe can spcnlc only of 
degrees of approximation to life as it was lived in Italy in, for 
example, the reign of Hadrian. In that sense I use the term 
''Roman" in my title. 

For historians, this semantic cloudiness in itself, howev^er, holds 
great meaning. It reminds us of the immensity of the pax Romana, 
the immensity of its tolerance. In the tableau <^ Julian's accessioi^ 

such overt features as the torque placed on his head or the serpent 
banners waving abovC his army contrast m.ost sharply, mos^t curiously. 



Prom tlie satne Sarmatians - at least, from the area of south 
Russia and northern Iran - derived the use of banners of right 
fabric and hollow construction which the wind could inflate.** 
They were called serpents, dracones, thier bearers draconarii; and 
it was very suitably a dracinarius who donated his gold neak-band to 
fit out Julian for coronation ccremoni^.' * 

Euaebius tells us, ^1 myself have sometimes Stood near the 
entranse of the imperial palace and observed a noticeable array of 
barbarians in attendance^ differing from each other in costume and 
decoration. .. ,A11 of them in turn would present to the emperor 
tiiose gULS which ihier own nation iield ui \no^i e^fcceni, ioina 

ofierisg barbaric garments embroidered with gold ond frowCiS. 

What is especialy interesting is to find Eusebius earlier descri^bing 
Constantme as clad in exactly these samegarmests ^'embroidered with 
gold and flowers." We san go back to Caracalla in "the costume 
of the Germans, in the kind of cloak they wear, decorated with 
silver." Better to go forward to the whole fourth century and 
thereafter into Byzantine times, when gold and silver thread 
belonged to niler and great officials as almost a sign of their rank.^' 

I have thus far dealt with hats, pants, brooches; with banners, 
spears, swords, shields; with actions protrayed in our sources, of a 

ca\'alry charge or a coronation; thus, with things one could see.

A silver dish from pantrcipaeum ^illustrates the point. It bears 

a picture in relife of a diademed ruler, to be ideutiued as Cons an* 

tius^ Shown triumphans, he is nevertheless in the Saifatian mode 

astride a horse, wearing riding trouser* and the riding coat that 1 .tet 

was taken over as the Byzantine skaramangion.' ' We have no way 
of knowing who made this picture, or for whom. It cannot liavq 

been produced in a spirit of caricature - at worst, it merely 

anticipated a development that was accomplished by the next 

centur}'. But the symbolism of dress was sensed and alien modes 

still resisted as laLe as Honoiius' ie:gji (Cod, Theod. 14.10.2f,,A.D.

the reach of legislation.

The long Germanic sword was nick-named *'spatula" (spathe, Latin 
epatha) and spread by the second century from auxiliaries to the 
regular army, producing units, of spatharii;* the heavy spear of the 
GauJs, Celtic gaesum, enters Latin as a word to be used in 

literary works by the late Republic, giving a name to its native 
users in the army, the gacsati of Rhaetia from Augustus on:<» 
light spear troops were specially recruited from Celts and Sarmatians;»< 

and lully armoicd mounted aschers worked their way from China into 
the Middle East and theace into Roman service by the second 
century, providing a spectacular sight in parades and spectacular 
victories from the later third century onward/* Thcv entered Rome 
m the tram of Constantius in 357, "masked, breast-plated, girt with 
iron belts, whomjou might take not for men but for statues polished 
by Praxiteles.'^ ''^^Jt^i^^^^^ 

Tre liistoty of this entire development is as rich as it is familiar. 
So also is the derived history of the army's effect on other institutions. 
At all periods and especially in the lattr empire the army occupied 
a prominent position m the state, providing a means by which 
people from outside could indirectly produce changes in what should 
have been the innermost fastnesses of conservatism. Julian wa^ 
probably not Ihe first cmperor,jl4) and certainly emblematic of 
future practices, to be lifted to the Ihrone liirally cn a shield 
crowned by a gold neckband, wholly according to Germanic warriot

asser s its own peisonal'ty at he c.:p:nsc cf the cciitnil. A serious 
problem of melhod begins to appear. We cannot vcrv well contrast 
the t\^'o cultures, Roman and alien, without agreeing on the definition 
cf tl^e former. 

But to return to points of contact belw^n^the two: besides 
the i3ecce:blc points tliiough immigrnticn and commerce, there was 
tlvv':;, ra'lit'.iry.

to them,*' in the Black Sea region, are warned that to do so is a 
capital crime^* 

Second, note the intrusive settlements of alien tribes en masse 
or at least in substantial numbers admitted to districts sparsely 

inhabited and therefore militarily weak. I have described archeological 
evidence elswhere. While some is foond as far south as Auvergne 

the vast bulk lies close to the Rhine and Danube; association vnth 

camps and forts is usually close. 

What strikes us about both large-scale mimigration and the 
exchange of goods at trading stations is the manifest preeminence 
of the empire, which during its height drew in nothing to speake 
of that it could not equal or surpass from its own capabihties, 
until, in its decline, its northwestern border regions sank close to 
the level of the intruders. Not before then, from the third century 
on, can we see barbarian pottery, grave-ornaments, or burial customs 
able to maintain themselves or even, to inspire imitation within 
the frontier. And such intrusive enclaves are properly viewed as 
presursors to the great invasions hera;ded in 376. 

The later empire, however, saw in its north and northwestern 
provinces a more subtle and pervasive rapprochement to a middle 
ground with barbarian culture.

purposes. From the African peoples that filled the vacuom left by 
the Punic wars, as from the native trite and Hngdoms left bare 
in Spain by the Punic retreat, Rome borrowed on;y mercenary 
support from the Gauls, during the Republic, Rome likewise borrowed 
only troops - plus the two captives to be used in human sacrifice at 
a time of national hysteria.' Since in the same ritual two Greeks as 
well were buried alive in the Forum Boarium, the Romans were 
demonstrating a fine iuddifferencc to levels of culture as late as fte 
days of Marius; nor is it clear in this incident just whom we should 
call " barbarian " - probably the senators themselves. 

The period of the Republic, then, and the areas to the south 
and west of Italy we may in this rapid survey dismiss withoutj^r- 
ther attention; likewise the east, whose more ancient peoples the 
Romans could hardly call inferior and whose impact on Rome was 
invistigated ten years ago in yet another inttrnational meeting of 
scholars..' It is the period of the empire and the whole range of 
peoples from Scotland to south Russia that will repay study. 

Among the influences they exerted, the simplest to describe are 
the material, uncovered by archeologists. We may imagine the various 
contexts in which objects of import might be fovmd: first, the 
trading posts at carefully controlled points along the frontier, m 
which were received only raw materials to be manufactured ink> 
more refined articles by a superior technology. Rome's consciousness 
of superiority shows in many decrees. Exportation of iron, grain, or 
arms was forbidden.
